10. The inventions listed in Groups I-IV above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The patent rules under 37 C.F.R § 1 .475 for Unity of 
Invention (Paragraphs (a), (b) and (c)) are cited below:

(a) An International and National Stage Application shall relate to one invention only, or to a group 
of inventions so linked as to form a general inventive concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). 
Where a group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement of unity of invention shall 
be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more 
of the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical features" 
shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, 
considered as whole, makes over the prior art. 

(b) An International or a National stage application containing claims to different categories of 
invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are drawn only to one of the 
following combinations of categories: 

(i) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or 

(ii) A product and process of use of said product; or

1 1 . The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: 
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PCT Rule 13.2 does not provide for multiple compositions, or multiple methods of making a 
composition, or multiple methods of use of a composition within a single application. Thus, the first 
appearing composition is combined with a corresponding first method of making said composition (if 
applicable) and/ or use of said composition. However, the additional composition and method claims each 
constitute a separate inventive Group. 

In addition to the requirement that a Group of inventions must belong to one of the specific 
categories provided by PCT Rule 13.2, the inventions in the category, e.g., as a composition and a method 
of use of said composition, must have a special technical feature that unites them. See Patent rules under 
37 C.F.R § 1 .475, where a special technical feature is a contribution OVER THE PRIOR ART. 

The special technical feature of each of groups la and lb are drawn to a device and a method of 
making said device wherein the components are common. The special technical feature of each of Groups 
II and III invention are different to each other and to method Group lb because they each lead to a 
different effect through different steps The inventing in Group IV kit comprises an entirely different 
technical feature by virtue of the fact that it is a kit. Furthermore, inventions in each of the Groups I-IV 
are notoriously well known in the art (see for e.g., U.S. Patent 6,921,660 B2 (e.g., Abstract). Since no 
special technical feature exists between the inventions of groups I-IV, there is no unity of invention. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because. Under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same, or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: The technical features of each one of the inventions in Groups I-IV are 
already known in the prior art by e.g., Kirk et al. (US Patent 6,921,660 B2PB 2003/0022362 Al and EP 
0259 1 16 A2 (See, e.g., Abstracts). 

The expression, "special Technical Feature" refers to those features that define a contribution 
which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. Thus, a feature 
found in the prior art can not be considered to be a special technical feature. 

12. In accordance with 37 C.F.R §1.499, applicant (S) is/are required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Applicants is/are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement is traversed (37 C.F.R § 1 .143).

14. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where applicant elects 
claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims 
that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in 
accordance with the provisions of M.P.E.P. § 82 1 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include 
all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented 
prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are 
governed by 37 C.F.R... §1.1 16; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 C.F.R... §1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and the rejoined 
process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R... § 1. 104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for 
patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 101, §102, § 103, and § 1 12. Until an elected product 
claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims and process 
claims may be maintained.
